Using AC Power 

You can power your radio from standard AC 
power using the supplied AC power cord, 
found in the battery compartment. Follow 
these steps to operate your radio using AC 
power. 

1 . Pull out the AC power cord from the up- 
per level of the battery compartment. 

2. Route the power cord through the slot 
on the battery compartment cover and 
replace the cover.

Using Batteries 

Your AM/FM Portable Radio requires 4 C 
batteries (not supplied) for power. For the 
best performance and longest life, we recom- 
mend alkaline batteries. 

Cautions: 

• Use only fresh batteries of the required 
size and recommended type. 

• Do not mix old and new batteries, differ- 
ent types of batteries (standard, alkaline, 
or rechargeable), or rechargeable batter- 
ies of different capacities.

OPERATION 

Warning: to prevent possible hearing 
loss, turn VOLUME to its lowest setting 
before you turn on the radio. 

1 . Turn VOLUME clockwise until it clicks 
to turn on the radio.

Listening Safely 

To protect your hearing, follow these 
guidelines when you use headphones. 

• Set the volume to the lowest setting 
before you begin listening. After you 
begin listening, adjust the volume to a 
comfortable level. 

• Do not listen at extremely high volume 
levels. Extended high-volume listening 
can lead to permanent hearing loss. 

• Once you set the volume, do not in- 
crease it. Over time, your ears adapt 
to the volume level, so a volume level 
that does not cause discomfort might 
still
